Dallas, Texas,, July 5.—Another flood 


disaster, which appears to be worse 
than that of Friday and Saturday last, 
happened Tuesday afternoon 
in the 


Brazos valley, about 100, miles down 
the river from Calvert. 


The bulletin states "that the 
large 


steel bridge of the -Missouri, .Kansas 
& Texas railway at Dewey station at 
the erossJng of the Brazos river 
is 


gone. 


The river in that section began ris- 


ing suddenly Monday; and is six feet 
higher than ever before known. Im- 
mense drifts of houses, trees, fences, 
etc., are floating past Sealy and Dewey. 


Alarming reports are 
coming in 


from La. Grange and Sealy of terrible 
loss of -life in the vicinity of Brook- 
shire. .Mayor Brashear of Houston is- 
sued a proclamation calling for men 
and boats to rescue the imperiled peo- 
ple. 
The Missouri, Kansas & Texas 


railway is sending out 
relief 
trains 


from Houston, La Grange and other 
points. 


Communication with the flooded dis- 


trict is nearly cut off. Fear is felt that 
an awful disaster has happened. 


Chief Lineman Lower}' of the Postal 


Telegraph system made the following 
statement over the long-distance tele- 
phone from Sealy, 200 "miVes south or 
Dallas: _ 


"The Brazos river here is more than 


five miles wide, and the waters arc 
lashing furiously. 
All character 
of 


floatable property is rushing along 
with the currents. The big bridge of 
' the M., K. .& T. road at Dewey is as 
good "as gone. The center span is six 
inches out of line. The entire structure 
5s liable to go at any minute. 


"Four miles of'the Missouri, -Kansas 


& Texas track is gone on the Dewey 
side, and about a mile on the Sealy 
side. I£ boats and special trains from 
Houston or other poirfts have not yet 
reached Brooksbire they are too late. 
The people, I fear, will be drowned be- 
fore they are reached. This afternoon 
there were from 300 to 400 persons on a 
small island near Brookshire, and the 
water was rising rapidly. I fear they 
are drowned by this time, as they had 
not the slightest means of escape.
